The oolony is 
to be settled in western Colorado, and 
territory enough to accommodate sev- 
eral thooaand penoua has be^ .ob> 
tallied. Commander Bootb-Tiioker mid: 

*'ThepUnaf the Salvation Amj ia 
to tnuwpMt the rarploa popnlatioairom 
onr flifiea to thi^ TMt traota alt fertile 
land! which bare been placed Moar 
diipoeal, Tatjinir in extent from 1,000 
400,000 aoree and inolnding 28 different 
•tatea in the weet nnd' nnttm 9nMlller 
tracts have alao been offered to ni in 
the east, and it is our pmrpoae to form m 
chain of colonies which iball ffirdle the 
contiotent with help and hope and aball 
form stepping itonee from the dismal 
abyss of poverty to the happy homes of 
prosper.ty which shall oonstitote our 
poor man's paradise. In the furtile 
valley of the Arkansas in Colorado, 
tens of thoasands of acres await us with 
a climate and soil which can hardly be 
iurpaased. 

"It is onr purpose to divide up these 
tracks of irrigated land into live and 10 
acre. blocks, to erect upon them a small 
cottage and to make such preparations 
that mav be necessary for the welfare 
of the colonists. 

"Not only is the land there, but the 
colonists arc o.ijrcrly awaitinK tlic r;if:nal 
to take poshfssion of it with an alacrity 
which has surprised us. They have ro- 
sponded to our call from every portion 
of the United Stato.s. They will be se- 
lected by ns with tho ntraost care and 
planted by ns in circunistancoa where 
there is every prospect of their success. 

"There is only one niissinp link re- 
quired to perfect the chain. To carry 
out the plan upon the large scale which 
shall be worthy of our nation and 
, worthy of tlie enii r^reni'y which faci's 
ns, will rwiuire considerable amount of 
capital. Tliis wo do not propose to ask 
for in the shape of pifts, but as loans 
bearing interest at 0 per cent and re- 
payable in a i>f'rind of 10 years. Wo 
propose to raise immediately a fund of 
f lOU.OOO, with which we shall bo able to 
place 200 families of 1 ,000 souls upon 
2,000 acres of frcod irrigated lands. 
We shall form a co-operative loan aspo- 
ciatiou on the German refi.s.on model, 
thus cuablinK the colonists to have some 
money in hand for the purchase of 
stock."

Washinoton-, Dec. 1.— The cabinet 
yesterday considered the subject of 
sending relief to the people in theK.'on- 
dike. President Mc]£iuley received a 
telegram from the Portland (Or. ) cham- 
ber of commerce stating that there was 
danger of destitution and suffering on 
kbe Klondike, and offering to supply 
the necessary food for relief if tbe gov- 
ernment wottld nndertake its transport 
tatiou. ' 

The information was not definite as 
to the actual conditions, bat \sorfl on 
the same line that has been telegraphed 
from the northwest.

MARTIN THORN GUILTY.

New York, Dec. 1.— Martin Thoni 
was yesterday convicted of murder in 
t)«a flrit degree in killing William 
G^densnppe, his predeceaeor in thp af- 
.feoti^ns. of Mrs. .Augusta Naok. at 
Woodside, L. t„ June S5. At the re< 

SMt of Thorn's counsel the passage of 
e death sentence was deferred until 
next Friday morning. Thorn heard 
the jurymen polled on their verdict, 
but his face never changed color during 
the trying ordeal. With bps firmly 
compi^sed and jaws haid set, he faced 
the judge, jury and courtroom full of 
spectators witn well feigned stoidam. 

Abont. three w,eoka aso Thorn's first 
ferl^ on the charge of murder was be- 
gun, but owing to the illness of a juror 
it bad to be ataisndoned after three days. 
A second trial opened a week agalaat 
Monday, and oountina out three da^s 
on which the court did not tit, tbe trial 
consumed only six days. 

lira Neck's testimony during tbe 
mistrial made it comjmlsory for Thorn's 
lawrers to ohanM weir line of defense 
in tne ee6ond trial, and ^hey made a di- 
rect obane egMfcet ICql. Naok and in- 
fisted that ber alM|ed eonfeision was 
a lie and that she bereelf was the insti- 
gator and perpetrator of tiie murder, 
Tbom being ignorant at , tbe ktUing un- 
til after Gmdensnppe had been shot by 
Mrs. Naok. Tbe woman was not pro 
dttoed daring tbe second trial, bnt 
Tbom went on (bo stand and substan- 
tiated all tbe assertions made by bis 
lawyers as to tba midwife's guilt. Hie 
story, as tbe rerdict shows, did not 
have tbe desired effeot upon tbe Jury- 
men. 

The jury remained in deliberation 
just three hours, when they sent word 
to the judge that tber were, ready to 
render a verdict. Inom's lawyers 
moved for a new trial on tbe ground 
that the verdict wan not in aocwdanoe 
with the weight of evidence, but the 
motion was overruled. 

Just what will become of Mrs. Nack 
has not been made known by the 
(Queens county authorities, but it is 
gent rally thought that the people will 
accept a ])lea from her which will nOt 
c.ill for capital punishment. 

When Martin Thorn hail been led 
back to his cell after the cfiiiviotion he 
admitted that the verdict was just and 
that ho and not Mrs. Is'ack killed Gul- 
donsuppe. This acknowledgement of 
guilt tt)ok |)l!we while Thorn's coll in 
the jail was being pn pared for him. 
During tlie trial Thorn lias been undt-r 
charge of Police Captain Methven of 
Flushing. Captain Methvf-n had him 
under his watchful eye when the jail 
otlieinls searched the cell Thorn is to 
occupy lor a day or two. While this 
was being dune Thoru talked with the 
police captain. He said : 

"I am glad it is over and the verdict 
given. 1 am convicted and I am con- 
tented. It was I who killed Gulden- 
suppe and I cut up his body. Every 
word that Mrs. Tsack said upon the 
stand wos substantially correct. When 
I was on the stand I lied when telling 
the story as I did, but 1 lied to clear 
myself. It is no use carrying it any fur- 
ther. I atn guilty and I am convicted. 
It is what I expected and what I snp- 
nose people think I deserve, and per- 
haps I do."

jACKSo^rmxc, Fla., Deo. 1.— Tho 
steamer Dauntless has .again eluded the 

officials of the government and has 
lauded another cargo of arm.s and am- 
manition in Cuba. The Dauntless left 
this port on Nov. 10 for Savannah, Ga., 
with the Bohooner Jennie Tbomas in 
tow. Tbe schooner was supposed to be 
without cargo and when tbe famous 
filibuster was held up at the month of 
the St. Johns river and searched by the 
cruiser Vesuvius, little attention was 
paid to the Jennie Thomas. Nothing 
was found on the Dauntless and after 
an honr's delay she was allowed to pro- 
ceed with bar tow. That was tbe fatal 
mistake of tbe government oflicialSt f<Wf 
if the schooner had been searched it is 
said that a large cargo of munitions 
would have been found. 

The schooner was towed to the iiioutii 
of the Savannah river and droi)i)ed and 
on Monday the Danntless was boarded 
by Captau John O'Brien, bi tter known 
as *'Dynamite Johnnie " and immedi- 
ately put to sea. She is believed to 
have effected a landing on .Sunday 
night on the southern coast of Cuba. 

Captain O'Brien and Lieat>iiant 
Qnimby, the executive o.iicer of the Ve- 
suvius, were the guests of the satuu 
gentlemen at tbe Windsor hotel in this 
city at lunch on Sunday Nov. 21. Cap- 
tain O'Brien left the same night and 
boarded the Dauntless off the Satilla 
river on Monday. 

Cubans here nave been keeping the 
story quiet, but now that they believe a 
landing has been effected they are more 
disposed to talk. 

Worried at Waililngton. 

W' A.'sinNGTOX, Dec. 1.— If the Dannt- 
less has really gone to Cuba with an- 
other filibustering expedition tbe ad- 
ministration will undoubtedly be great- 
ly annoyed. In case the report shonld 
prove correct, Spain will probably make 
a representation to the state depart- 
ment on the subject, and the authori- 
ties will gather all the evidence possible 
to show that the "duo diligence" an re- 
quired by the uoutrulity laws was dis- 
played laj tbe federal and natal otii- 
cers. 

SPAIN WgLL PLEASED. 

She Imaytaee That Her New Cafeas Fallcy 
Is m Snooeee. 

Madrid, Dec. 1.— A member of the 
Spanish cabinet, in an interview just 
published, says the government of 

t'pain is well satifified with the results 
of the publication of the decree provid- 
ing for an auton(i.i:<nia form of govern- 
ment in Cuba and Porto Rico, adding 
that the manner in which it has been 
received ia the United States is favor- 
able to Spain. 

Tbe cabinet minister is further quot- 
ed as sajring that the only dUlieulty to 
be apprehended is in regard to the posi- 
tion which the Carlists will assume ; 
but the Spanish government, he ex- 
plained, does not believe the country 
will support Don Oarlos, "whosa ambi- 
tions are condemned by the Vatican. ' ' 

The minister further said that the 
plans of the Carlists had failed for lace 
of money. He denied that General 
Weyler, the former captain general of 
Ouba, who is alleged to be in sympathy 
with the Carlists, had been suinnioned 
to Madrid. 

CUBAN EX-REBELS GET OFFICE. 

Spanish OfflolaU Make Flattering Report* 
of 8uocei>a. 

New Yomk, Dec. 1.— A dispatch to 
The World from Havana says : As evi- 
idL4tnqe of good faith toward repentant 
jrebels the government will appoint 
Jesus and Adolfo Cuervo, who recently 
'surrendered with a hundred men, to 
superintend the customs at Cienfnegos 
.and Sagna. They will have important 
Ipoats. 

Spanish oflBcials say that 800 more 
men of the Cuervos command will sur- 
render. Olotibing and (6 will be given 
to each of th«m. 

Since the new administration the 
amounts of imports have decreased one- 
half. but the customs receipts have in- 
creased i)6 per cent. Honest merchants 
ore jubilant; tbe otban have almost 
ceased ordering.

Let all the treaties be en- 
forced and all the safeguards secured to 
the Indians be upheld in letter and in 
8t)irit and then the Ind.ans wiil ina';e 
libeial concessions and accept witliouJ 
muriiiunug that changed oondition 
wliii li conlionts them."

Annual RsiTortcf tho Manatvrs 
Sent to the Governor. 



THE PRISON POPULATION 8,447. 

The Penltentlarj It Is Thooght Will Soon 
BMaaie Malf-SMtalBlac— Aa Caaaaal 

Aeeldeot — Woman Inaann From Chloral. 
Fatal Reeolt of a Fight Child Fatally 
Hnraed— Other Ohio State Newa, 

CoumOB, O., Deo. l.<— The annual 
report of the penitentiary managers 

just filed with Governor Bushnell 
shows that during the year tho greatest 
prison population was l>,447. the largatt 
iu the history of the institution. 

The receipts for the year were $272,' 
068.96 and tbe expenditures 1806,600.93, 
a shortage of tmly $84,881.96, which 
justifies the belief that tho institution 
will become self-sustaining, as some 
new arraiigeiiients are being made tO 
give emplfjynunt to more prisoners. 

The report commends electrocution as 
the b^st method of inflicting tbe death 
penalty ; also tbe parole system as bar- 
ing a good moral cifect on the prisoners. 
There are 1 16 now out on parole. 

UNUSUAL ACCIDENT.

AERorr, O., Dea 1.— Joseph Oser, a 
clerk in a hardware store at Doylcs- 
town, 13 miles south of this city, is at 
the point of death, the result of a very 
unusual accident. 

A few d.Tys ago ho attempted to trans- 
fer oil from one barrel to another by the 
syphon process. He used a rubber tube, 
placing (me end in tbe barrel and the 
other end in his mouth. He then tried 
to start the oil by suction, using all the 
force his lungs could exert. The oil 
came with such force that part of it 
w( nt into his lungs. Acute iudamma- 
tion has set in and he is not espeoted to 
live.

Mount Vkrnox, O., Deo. 1.— Mrs. 
Olive C. Sharp has been in a disturbed 
mental condition for some time owing 
to the use of chloral, but has not been 
considered in a dangerous condition. 
Recently, however, she has developed 
marked indications of insanity and has 
been detected mixing poison in her hus- 
band's food. He is now dangerously lil 
and Mrs. Sharp has been adjndgtd in- 
sane and taken to the state bos^atal at 
Columbus.

Not in tlie hiatory of the Lcuiaville 
tobacco marliet haa Uie new crop told as 
high before January, aa now. 

It ia a fact that new tobacco is Belling 
way above the old crop and old tobacco 
haa not been ao high aince 1874, which 
malres the pricea received very eatiafac- 
tory to sellers. 

Thia can not be attributed to any one 
cause, unleaa it be the ahortafte in the 
1S!I7 crop, which ia considered to be 
about 40 per.eent. New tobacco is not 
any better than the old; In fast, eonsid- 
erinj? the whole, it ia nnt as good, beini: 
deficient in body, ami the lale cuttings 
are aaid to be a little «reen, and not well 
cnred, which is caused by the farmerp 
gettin;? afraid of frost, and housing thc'r 
tobacco too soon. 

The situation as to prices ia exceedingly 
satisfactory to sellers. The market is 
stronger than since 1S74 from tlie small 
atook of old and shortage in the new. 
The Rradee aelling between S7 and tl4 
are high, and seem to be given the pref- 
erenoe by bnyera. This has a good body, 
red or eolory, aweet and in condi- 
tion. The medium better grades of 
hurley and darks ia going to sell unusually 
high, acooiding to aome of the moat 
prominent warehousemen. The prices 
ao far received range between $14 and $20. 

▲boat an the aawveeeived haa been 
sold at satisfactory pricea. and so far as 
heard from only one hogshead has been 
rejected, that being a very poor, green 
trath, which waa ondeairable at any 
price. 

In all, 257 hogsheads of new have been 
disposed of, nine of which were darks, 
the lemalning 248 of hurley, the latter 
averaging f8.40. The average of 398 
hogsheads for the same date laat year 
was only tS-lS, which la lev by half 
than the average this vear. 

One fancy crop of aix hogsheads of 
Bourbon County hurley was sold lant 
week at the Oentrai warehouae at an 
average ot S13.50, while at the other 
waieheuaae prices were e<|^Mdly aa good, 
oonaidering the quality.
